Approximately 20,000 patented and 
copyrighted articles are said to be af- 
fected by the commission's order. 
These incbide dyaatuif fonnulaa of 
vital importane* to Amarioan taidast* 
ries and mechanical davioas of wide 
use, though tha btunanitariM effect 
of the oMer attraeft tka *idill aften* 
tton. 

Qerman ^thought for many years 
has been in the forefront .)f medical 
reaearctit evolving remedies for dis- 
eases and tor alleviation of pain, al 
of which patented in the United 
States will now t)ecome available to 
end suffering in this country. 

The regulations issued follow the) 
lawckwelyin safeguarding the int- 
erest of patent owner.s, who must be 
reimbursed for the usu of their in- 
vention and provides that licenses 
will be issued only where the interest 
of the public demanda it, to anpply a 
demand not now being met.

The drive of the Germans and Aus- 
tro-Hungariana, begun a weak ago 
against the eastern and northeastern 
fronts of the Austro-Italian theater, 
continued unabated but with the 
Italian cavalry fighting rear guard ac- 
i to cover the retreat of the Itali- 
ans to positions chosen for a stand 
and the Teutonic allies also being im- 
peded by the flooded ooadttkMWOf 
the Tagliaminto rivar. 

Udine, fbfmer beadQuartera of flie 
Italian army in eastern Venctia, has 
been captured by the invaders, who 
also are pressing the Italians west- 
ward from tbe Isonzo front and in- 
vading Italian territory from the north 
through passes in the ('.iirnie Alps. 

The invasion of the province of 
Venetia from the east with Udine the 
apex of the drive, already is about 
twenty miles deep but as yet no 
definite infoimation is at hand from 
whwh it is possible to judge the ex- 
tent of tbe advance of the Teolona in 
the other districts. If the movement 
from the north keeps pace with that 
from the northeast and the east, how- 
ever, the predwament of Oederal Ca- 
doma'a forces necessarily »in be a 
serious one and it is not beyond the 
realms of ]>ossd>ility that unless the 
eastern armies are ables to make a 
stand on the plains of Friuli.a (lulber 
considerable number of tbe ItaUane 
will be captured. , ' 

Nothing has been vouchsafed in 
either the Ualisn, Oemen or Aoatrian 
oflBdal communications to indicate 
what the situation is in the Trentino 
sector which lies to the west and 
northwest of the present zone of ac- 
tivity, but it bi not improbable that if, 
as unofficial advices have stated, the 
Austro-Swiss frontier has been closed, 
reinforcements both from Germany 
and Anatria ara iwing hurried up for 
an oifenaive of great magnitude in 
this region. The driving back of the 
Italians southward in this region 
might seriously affect tbe ptans of the 
entente allies to send relief to General 
Cadornaifthe route chosen for this 
purpose were ai ross the Franco- 
Italian border and eastward by rtiL 
In the retreat oftbe Kalians tbe 
British artillery units, which early in 
the spring were sent to the Isonzo 
front to aid the Italians in their drive 
toward Triest, saved all their guns 
but tbe men puffered aeverely from 
cold, tbe kielanient waathar aa^ kwk 
of food.

weight of a non-resinous wood, the 
more heat it will give out when. burn- 
ed. 

For such species as hickory, oa!', 
beech, birch, hard maple, ash, locust, 
longleef pine or cherry, which have 
comparatively high fuel values, one 
cord, weighing about 4,000 pounds, is 
required to equal one ton of coal.

BLAIKD ON FRANCE 

Recovery of Alsace-Lctrraiae 
Only Obstacle, Accord- 
19 Yfterwarts. 

Only the determination of France 
to recover Aiaace-Lprniine^ands in 
tbe way of an immedMe tenniaation 

of the war, in the opinion of the- 
Voerwarts, a Berlin paper. 

"The latest proceedings in the: 
French Chamber of Deputiea, " the 
Socialist organ declares, "confirm 
Foreign Minister von Kuehlmann's 
interpretation that there is no issue 
prevailing outside that of Alaace-Lor- 
raine regarding which a complete un- 
derstanding is impossible. Germany, 
under oresent circumstances, cannot 
surrender Alsace-Lorraine. No oIm 
in Germany is even thinking of mak- 
ing France a pteaent of the two- 
provinces, and It would aeem the- 
Fiwich de BDl weal tbam ta tte foraa 
of a gift. 

"They are demanding Alaace- Lor- 
raine as a symbol of their victory 
over the Germans, not a victory of 
succeatful defease and ednplete aelf- 
preaervation which they might have 
today, but a victory of conquest; a 
victory so complete that the defeated 
party would be foii^ed to accept terme 
equivalsat to abjeol bumlUatiee. 

"To achieve this victory the Fren h 
wish to continue the war. France 
wants to permit more Frenchmen to 
(fif in order that Germans maybe- 
eome Prendi oitisens. Not only does 
it want to sacrifice Frenclynen, but , 
also Kussiaus, Lngiishnien, Italians, 
Belgians, Serbians, Rumanians and 
Portuguese. All mankind ia to te 
luried inte (be yawning of beB, bc- 
lae of this one issue of Alsace- 
Lorraine. The French government 
so willa it, and we are anrry io say 
we cannot prevent bar. "
